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GERMANY INVADES FRANCE! RUSSIAN WAR 
OFFENSIVES ARE STALL E D! AU ST R I A N I ST 
FLEET IS SUNK! TURKS INVADE J3REECE! 



Bern, Switzerland (CHP): President Boyer 
of Switzerland spoke to the National Royal 
Assembly in urgent tones concerning the 
current war that has been increasingly 
belligerant. He noted with regret- .that 
France was invaded by Germany, He hoped 
that this outrageous act of- war would be 
condemned by the Council of Nations in their 
next session. Also, he had sympathy for 
the loss of the Austrian's entire navy in 
an encounter with the Turkish Fleet . He 
stated that the Turkish menace must and will 
be takened care of by his government in 
conjunction with the C.O.N. 

He concluded by noting that the Italian 
Government has been having some difficul- 
ties of late in their war operations, but 
that he had direct news from the Pope to 
the effect that the Italian Government will 
continue and that a caretaker government 
would not be necessary. Having expressed 
these points, the President went on to 
outline Switzerland's next plan for conquest 
The news reporters were hustled out and not 
allowed to report, on this secret phase of 
the meeting. 



ASSASSIN STILL AT LARGE 

Berlin(BSSP) : It was reported today, that 
the killer of the Kaiser, was still at 
large. The secret police have assured the 
people that they now know for sure where this 
person is .

The Russian Government knew 
about this person being there but did nothing. 
It is the opinion of this office that, steps 
be taken against this country." 

But since that 
time reports from our Swedish office have 
shown that the Killer is back again in 
Sweden and. 'that the German government will 
be taking stops to capture this killer. 
Let it not be said that the Germans don't 
get their man. 



RUSSIANS LAUNCH PROTECTIVE REACTION 

Goteberg(R.I.P. ) : The Russian Second Fleet 
based in this city attempted to help the 
Russian Third Fleet in a protect ive reaction 
strike against the English army in Norway. 
The English, in a blatant power move, had 
convoyed an army to Norway. It had been 
agreed that the English could move a fleet 
to Norway to balance the Russian Second. 
Fleet, but this move by the army now threa- 
tens St. Petersburg. It is doubtful if the 
strike will succeed, but at least it will 
keep the English occupied.

FRANCE SUPPORTS NEW REPUBLIC 

Paris, Prance; The Premier of France 
expressed his pleasure when he heard of the 
new republican government in Spain. He 
replied that the French. Government would 
support this new Spanish Government since 
it represented the people. He reminded the 
Spanish people that France, though it has 
conquered Spain, would only seek to amelior- 
ate Spanish-French relations. The French 
Government, the Premier guranteed, will 
not usurp the will of the Spanish peace- 
loving people. If Spain wanted a Republic, 
the Franco would be more than happy to 
supports, defend and maintain the Spanish 
Government. In a dramatic move of confidence 
the French Premier announced that his 
country will henceforward grant Spain com^- 
plete military and political freedom. The 
French only wants the Spanish economy, he said. 



GERMAN FLEETS SAIL 

Kiel(BSSP): As a show of might and of 
good will, the German fleets headed out of 
their anchorages for the seas. 

The Fleet that has been in Denmark since 
the killing of the Kaiser, was sent to 
gather the Killer out of Sweden. In 
support of this move the Berlin Fleet has 
set sa.il for the Baltic Sea in order to 
support the Denmark Fleet should the 
Russians prove to be & bit hostile towards 
these actions.

Time will tell what will 
happen when the English try and force 
their control of the High Seas. 



ENGLAND POSTPONES RECOGNITION 

London(WASPS) ; A spokesman for His 
Majesty's Government stated today that 
England at present -has not considered the 
question of recognition of United Ireland.

This would b.e especially useful 
should a country desire to increase their 
national currency holdings, but lack the 
funds through normal bourse sales. :i 
CJ#j?5( Engl and) : England proposes that Eire 
be given a seat and full voting in the 
Council subject to the same conditions 
attached to the passage of GN#2 which 
established Sicily as a participant in 
the Council. Supporting debate; The fact 
that Ireland today has two governments who 
claim to be the sole representative of 
the Irish people is self-evident by over 
a year of failure in attempts to bring both 
sides together.

The fact that the 
Council lio^s seen fit only to listen to 
one side in this argument is regret able 
to say the least. But then so is the fact

ridiculous that after successfully bringing 
it off that the Irish people bo denied a 
say in Council debates. Despite arguements 
to the contrary, the Eire Government of 
Presid nt 0' Brian is the legally elected 
government of Ireland--- and as such should 
have a say in the Council decisions. 
C,N-#2 6 ( Ho 1 1 and ) ; Holland proposes that 
regardless of its computed price, no 
currency would be allowed to be bought for 
less than 40 diplodollars per hundred.

CN#27i( Spain) : Gentlemen, jpain firmly 
believes that commercial banking would be 
a valuable service, particularly in the 
realm of helping nations accrue, without 
risk, large amounts of potentially-winning 
currencies for the end of the game by 
making long-terra savings deposits.

1. For the purposes of C0MEEECIAL BANKING

may be ordered by the depositor only. 
Withdrawals may be ordered by the bank, or 
the depositor, but in either case, the full 
deposit', plus all interest accrued must be 
pa-id to the depositor. 

2. Deposits may bo made in CURRENCIES ONLY* 
In other words, a deposit of 100 Roubles at 
a rate of 5% per annum will become -105 
Roubles at the end of the year regardless 

of how much the market value of Roubles has 
gone up or down. In the case of deposits 
in more tiuai one currency, each, currency 
shall earn interest separately. 

3. Seven per cent per annum shall be the 
maximum interest rate. 

A. The bank, may require one season's notice 
of the depositer before ordering a with- 
drawal , in order to give the bank one 
season to buy the specific currency of the 
deposit on the Bank of Europe market. A 
nation may make as many deposits as it 
likes, but when it withdraws, IT MUST 
WITHDRAW IT'S ENTIRE ACCOUNT . This will 
simplify the paperwork. 

5. Each season that the interest is com- 
pounded on any account in the bank, the 



bank must make a. press release "interest 
statement"' stating the new value of the 
a,c count o 

6. For each season that the bank is LATE 
in ordering a withdrawal (i.e., is late in 
giving the depositer his money back, if he 
wants it.) the Bank of Europe will fine 
the bank lOODd. worth of the currency the 
bank, owns most of. 

7. All deposits will be insured by the 
Bank, of Europe. In the event that the 
bank is reduced to bankruptcy through 
speculation or fining, ail depositors will 
be given THE AMOUNT OP THEIR ORIGINAL 
DjaFOSITS by the Bank of Europe, and the 
national bank that has gone bankrupt will 
be barred from further activity in the 
Bank of Europe. In other words, the 
depositor can never lose money. 

8. All interest computation is to be done 
by the bank itself. Orders for deposit 

or withdrawal will simply be written into 
the Bourse orders as "Transfer 500 Lire 
to Commercial Bank, Spain.'" or "Transfer 
600 Lire from Commercial Bank. Spain to 
Sweden. " Herr Beyer will simply transfer 
the money along with the other Bank of 
Europe transactions. Intent to withdraw 
notice will be sent to Herr Boy or the season 
before withdrawal orders, and he shall 
print 'them. Fines (if any) will be auto- 
matically inflicted by Herr Boyer.
